And little do you thinke Madam, For what Land 
mine ſuffer this miſery. 1 deſitę you m ay not ener 
be a ſtranger to it. My wife and all my ſmall childrẽ 
are depriued of all comforts , for my maintaining 
the religion eſtabliſhed by publick authprity, & the 
Kings moſt excellent maieſtyes prerogatiue toyall 
& no other cauſe. How good a ſubiect, I haue ever 
been you can well witnes, for me; & how ener I haue 
maintained princly regality againſt Papall vſnrpation 
otifician tiranny, I may boldly ſay , I haue 
deſerued better, from King Church aud tate in 
writing that booke; for which I ſuffer , then all the 
Prelats in England put in one bulke can do; ot then 
moſt of them haue capacity to iudge of.

Saul for his diſobedience alone toGod,loft his king- 
dome. Now 1 ſay if diſobedience to God, be the ouer- 
throw of kingdomes, & the ruine of Nations, by pul- 
ling dow ne plauges among the can any man thinke, 
that thoſe that line in a perpetuall rebellion againſt

And ſometime the Preiſt himſelfe will put vp 
twenty at once in the high Commiſſion, and haue 
them proſecuted exofficio and ouervrow them in 
ſpite of their faces.For if they can prove but the leaſt 
of an hundred articles, be it the neglect of the mea- 
neſt — 2 that but once, though it were ten 
yeares agoe, they are adiudged to pay the coſts of ſute 
they are likewiſe fined & wel reuiled to the bargain. 
And if it fall out ſo,that there can nothing apparently 
be broued againſt the, they will ſay, there was a fame 
and there was materia litigandi, & y Court is bound 
to doe their duty, and being proſecuted exofficio, 
there neuer are any coſts. Is not this fine doings ? 
now ſee the Devill if the procters and Doctors of

comes the preiſts advocat, and moues the Court t hat 
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withall, he will allege many reaſons,to ſhe; that the: 


re is no iuſt cauſe why the honorable Court mould 


belecue any things againſt him, in regard that there 
is a clou of wi es to proue his conſtancy and 
vniuerſality of conformity , and that he is filius ec- 
cleſie an enimy ot ſtraglers and ſecteryes and the pu- 
ritannicall faction, for which he is hated by the con- 
venticuliſts ; and if any thing otherwiſe then well 
ſhould be decreed againſt him, it would animate the 
faction on the one ſide and diſcourage conformable 
men on the other ſide to ſtand for the honour of the 
Church; and further he adds, that he is ſo far from 
conceining his clyent to be a delinquent, as he thinks 
he hath deſerved very well from the Church and that 
theſe his proſecuters ought rather ſeuerely to be pu- 
ni hed, for putting vp ſuch triviall and impertinent 
things againſt a man ſo eminent as he is, and all for 
the ecclypſing of his fame and reputation, to make 
his minyſtry vnprofitable to all men, which isa dam 
nable ſin and therefore humbly entreating the cqurt 
to conſider what the loſſe of a good name is and 
which cannot be redeemed with too much mony , 
and therefore that the court would order that 24 
long and extreme vexation of his clyent may be du- 
ly waighed, & that ſufficient coſts may be giuen him. 

Theſe things & many more beeing ſpoke in the be- 
halfe of the preiſt, the Court being willing to gratify 
their creature, begins very feircely in their ſentece to 
thunder againſt the poore men the proſecuters, & to 
threaten the m with the Stat chamber for a conſpita- 
cy and combination againſt an elder , and after many 
bitter inuectiues againſt thoſe they call puritans; 
they applauding their Preiſt for his conformity , 
and encouraging him to an animoſity in the 
R ſchiſmaticks, and commending him 
ikewiſe for a ſtout clarke , they adiudge his 
proſecutors to pay all the charges of the Court and 
to giue him — round coſts and ſo they ſend the 
knave preift home in triumph, and drive the poore 
rooks away as naked and ca)low, as if they had newly 
crept out of the ſhell to the ſcorne a ludibry af all 
ſoule murdering hirelings. 

Such advantage to ſpeake the truth, wicked preiſts 
have at this day againſt honeſt men as they will bring 
vp any of them, of what ranke ſoeuer they be, if they 
can but proue he hath gone toa ſermon in an other 
pfri m, though he had none in his owne,or lodged a 
ſilenced miniſter or neglected the leaſt ceremony» 
& make them the ſcorneof their Court & fine them 
alſo well for it. And if any of the Kings Officers, ei- 
ther Mayors or bayliffs or Conſtable,or all together 
chance to clapa drunken preiſt by the heeles, accor- 
ding to the law, or punith him for his malverſation, 


and miſdemeanor ; as ſoone as ever they are out of 


office, they are brought vp by a meſſenger and there 
ſeuerely cenſured, after a tedious ſute for doing the 
Kings ſeruice. and all theſe things dayly experience 


teachehus. From all which 1 do conclude, that of

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all creatures, Biſhops , preiſts and Deacons are the 
worſt,moſt dangerous and moſt to be prayed againſt:

You ſhall ſe 
them ſo full piety of pity, compaſſion , goodnees 
and humanity, that the inhabitans and men of Liſtra 


-nonuded , that Gods were come downe among 
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the meaning of the word of God, which Chriſt notwith- 
ſtanding commands , and the Holy Ghoſt comme nds euery 
where & which is & hath been, to Chtiſteans a great - 
and excelent meanes of inſtruction and informati- 
on, and of no ſmall comfort. This alſo , ſo holy, ſo 
diuine a dute, ſo vſefull and profitable an exercitati-- 
on, is by the Prelats counted an hainous offence, and in their 
Courts punithed, and branded by the name of Puritaniſme 
and profanation of the ſcriptures. 

And which is yet more, all priuat Chriſtian mee- 
tings, for the inuocation of the name of God, and 
for the mutuall edification of each other, in their 
moſt holy faith. & for the linmbling of their ſoules 
before God, vader his heauy diſpleaſure, for their 
one ſinnes, and for the abominaions of the times;

Yet all this, the Churchwardens are ſworne to. and 
therefore they are ina miſerable and damnable condi- 
tion, as many ag put themſelues into theſe imploy- 
ments ynder the Pre/ats , and are made their, ſculliom 

And howſoeuer notwithitading it is ſo baſe, an 
vnworthy an office, and ſo preiudieial to a mans 
owne ſo ule, and ſo dangerous to the Church of God 
and aduantagious to Antichriſis kingdome , when he 
mall find all Ris ſeruants , If he chance to come once 
againe. Yet haue neuer knowne bu t one, that hath 
with the loſſe of all, refuſed this oath (for the Pre- 
lats ruine all that will not obey them) though while 
they require it, it is an infinite wrong to the K : 
Subiects and againſt the lawes, and their libertyes 
and priuileges. 

One neuertheleſſe, 1 haue knowne. MASTER 
IOHN WARTON +y name , a Citizen in Bow Paris 
in LONDON a true ſeruant of the Lord, and a loyall ſub- 
iect to his Prince, and a Lover of the Saints , who ſuffered 
the ſpoyling of his goods, and the loſſe of all that euer he had 
many times, & hath been tumbled intol know not how many 
zayles , and all for refuſing the Marke of the Beaſt > and 
tnis wicked office, & hath been under tue Prelats perſecution 
theſe thirty yeares. And although he be aboue FOV RESCORE 
and ONE Teare old: yet do they Still procecute him cruelly, & 
the lat bitter winter, they put him in priſon , and had like ts 
haue ſlayne and murdered him with the cold. Tet nothing gre 
2d that good old father, but that he had no ftronger body, to 
vndergoe his trouble, and to fight in his Chriflian warfare 

e the Beat I kan not but mention this worthy who do- 
erues tobe recorded 4 all the primary confeſſors , 4s 
being a true .Martyr in deſire , and who ſtands yet to the bat- 
te , and flinches not, but fights in the face of all t hoſe ſucks 
ing Dragons. with ſuch con;tancy and courage , for the ho- 
nour of God and his Prince and the of his country, 4s hs 
man be a preſidem of valeur » is the warlds end , to * 


that loue the Lord leſus, & deſire that he abould rule in their 
harte, liuet, and in bis Church, A valient and veterean 
ſoldier he ts, and I loue him and henour him for it. 

But once more what doe you thinke, of theſe ca- 
thedrall father, t hat thus torment and vex the childrẽ 
of God, old yong, of all ſorts and ſexes, and make 
hauock of the Church of God? will you y etſay they 
are the apoſtles ſucceſſors? and thinke they are the 
Church of God? 1 Conclude the quite contrary and 
that from the demonſttatiue reaſons you haue ſeene 
before. And for further elucidation and proofe of 
this matter, it will not bee a miſſe, to ſet downe ſde- 
thing, that now comes to my mind, which 1 haue 
often heard in times paſt from ſõe old acquaintance 
of mine, & the Prelars Fauourits, Tom Newoomin by nie 
Clarke, Rector of Sir Romwals in Cholchelſter , & 
chaplin in ordinary to the clnhbers and TACK DANET 
F 7 75 attorney generall of the ſame ſociety aud corporations 
of biberons and tiplert, both eminent men, These two 
Worthyes eſpecially , and their companions , gaue 
mee ſinguler information ofthePrelats proceedings,

Shelues the ruine and Shripracke af the Saints, Their 
G.AOLES AND PRISONS the butchery and chambles of 
all thoſe that with ardent aſſection, ſought reformation in the 
Chureh, and wiched well unto. ſion, and would not be ſlaues 
vnto them in all their innouations, and Popizh inaentions, 
with their deluding motions. Neither could there 
any good belooked for in this iron age of Bishops (as 
they tearmed it) that hammered downe all piety, & 
ſanity, vader the name of purrariniſae & cobled y 
ſuperitition and will worchip , vnder the title of Gods 
ſeruice, and prophaneſſe ynder the ſirname, of lau- 
full recreations , to the dimonour of God aud the 
King. Theſe and many things more, that are not to 
be named (as Iam ready to depoſe) haue 1 heard 
theſe their owhe prophets belch ont agaiaſt them, 
peaking then as they thought, and yerily belecued,
